Jn the field of religion it- 
self the clash of ideal and. ideas pre- 
sents anything but a picture of peace 
and goodwill. In the world of right 
‘and .wrong. morals, ethics,, law, the

‘thing is necessary before we can mus- 
ter the courage to take up the glad 
notes of the angels song. Some ad- 
justment of the soul, some setting of 
the house in order. 

Much of the seeming contradiction 
in Ife is due to our own limited vis- 
ion. Surely there can he no absolute 
uniformity in any department of life. 
It is the clash of opposing ideal and 
ideas that make for progress. If we 
are to possess peace it must he such 
a peace as can exist at the heart of 
endless agitation. True peace can 
only be the victory of the inward man 
over circumstances and over the es- 
sential disturbances of life itself. 

There is another point that we can- 
not afford to miss. In the introduc: 
tion to the story of the nativity we 
are told there “was no room in the 
inn.” This touch of human necessity 
and of pathos is something we too of: 
ten pass by. We are anxious to turn 
the glaring searchlight of modern 
inquiry upon the story or on the 
other hand to freeze the whole pie- 
ture for the satisfaction of an unnat- 
ural ecclesiastical desire. Thus we 
miss much of the beauty of the story 
handed down to us of the first Christ- 
mas morn. Jt was a real manger in 
which Christ’ was born; 
were stalled in the stable, the shep- 
herds were of flesh and blood and 
not of wood, The light that shines 
through the whole picture and gives 
it tone is mellow with the warmth of 
a love divine. For into this world is 
born a new kindness, a finer forgive- 
ness, a lasting hope for every heart, 

It is only when we bring the mes- 
sage of Christmas closer to the centre 
of life that it possesses its richest 
meaning for us. It is a message of 
giving and not of receiving; of for- 
giveness and Inward peace. It is the 
melting of our hearts in response to 
the warmth of a love that will go 
with us all the way.
